the negro evangelist, said negoti- 
ations are under way for purchase 
Of the mansion where Vanderbilt, 
railroad director and financier, 
dwelt in baronial 
comfort 
until 


his death June 29, 1938. 


Lamb said President Roosevelt, 


in answer to a letter from Father 
Divine asking if he would disap- 
prove the purchase, replied he had 
no objections to the addition of 
another cult "heaven" near his 
Hyde Park property. 


In the last year, Father Di- 


vine's followers have completed 
an 
"extension 
heaven" directly 


across the Hudson river on the 
rolling 500-acre "Krum Elbom" 
estate they bought from Howland 
Spencer, anti-New Dealer. 


Anyone Has Right 


Lamb said the President point- 


ed out in his letter anyone has the 
right to purchase property in this 
country, and he had hoped the 
Vanderbilt estate would be bought 
by someone who would take care 
of it. 


The estate is only a short dis- 


tance up the river from Hyde 
Park. 


Lamb said the negotiations are 


being made with a niece of Van- 
derbilt, who was a grandson of 
Commodore Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
founder of the family fortune. 


The niece, Mrs. Margaret Louise 


Van Alen, lives in Newport, R. I., 
where a group of "angels" will 
converge Sunday to inspect "The 
Castle," a- mansion which Mrs. 
Angela C. Kaufman has offered to 
Father Divine. 


The Vanderbilt estate is made 


architectually memorable by a 
Grecian-Corinthian mansion built 
by Vanderbilt in 1898 and fitted 
with furnishings from the Mal- 
maison Palace, in France, which 
belonged to Napoleon. 


Huge Buying Fund 


Peace-shouting followers of the 


Harlem evangelist are reported to 
have raised a 515,000,000 land- 
buying fund, and in recent months 
have extended their properties to 
several swank society neighbor- 
hoods. 


With funds whose source re- 


mains a mystery, they already 
have established 22 Manhattan 
"heavens," a 50-room "private re- 
treat," for Father Divine on up- 
per Madison avenue, and 50 rural

Governors of 23 Slates to 


Support Proposal 


(By The Associated Press) 


Governors of 23 states—16 Dem- 


ocrats and seven Republicans 
have indicated they will conform 
with President Roosevelt's wish 
for a Thanksgiving holiday this 
year one week ahead of the tradi- 
tional last Thursday in November. 


With nine states still to be heard 


from, adamant "noes" had come 
only from the chief executives of 
Republican Maine and Democratic 
Oklahoma. 


Of the 23 prepared to conform, 


17 Democrats and four Republi- 
cans were definite in committing 
their commonwealths to the new 
order. They included the Demo- 
cratic governor of Texas who an- 
nounced both Thursdays would be 
holidays in his state. 
New England was the only sec- 


tion where there was almost 
unanimous disapproval of the prec- 
edent-shattering plan. Republican 
Governor William H. Vanderbilt of 
Rhode Island, however, saw "some 
common sense" in the change. 


Negative replies came from the 


Republican governors of Massa- 
chusetts, Vermont, New Hamp- 
shire, Colorado, Idaho and Iowa 
and the Democratic executives of 
Arizano, North Carolina, Alabama, 
Nevada and Nebraska. Wisconsin's 
Republican 
governor 
answered 


"probably no." Connecticut's gov- 
ernor was just undecided. 


Although the President actually 


decides the issue for only the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and territories, 
some states have statutes oblig- 
ing the governors to follow his 
recommendation.

Mrs. Amato at 
times attempted 
to become 


friendly with neighbors and did 
entertain some of the other people 
in the house. 


The Amato car a 1936 Buick 81 


was kept at the Smith Garage on 
Clinton avenue during the time 
Amato occupied the Fair street 
apartment. Amato called at the 
garage and made arrangements 
for storing the car and also for 
porter .services in bringing the car 
to and from his apartment when 
he required it. During the winter 
he paid very frequent calls to his 
New Paltz farm to supervise work 
and although he was not very 
communicative with the man who 
took the car to the apartment he 
did at times say he and the woman 
were going to New York. Al- 
though he was wanted by the 
New York police for the past 
three years he apparently did not 
hesitate to pay visits to the city. 


Couldn't Drive Nail 


On one visit to the garage he 


told of having a new barn erected 
at the farm and also of making 
a road to the property. Asked 
whether he was doing the work 
himself he replied that he was 
not. Men were employed and he 
volunteered the information that 
he knew nothing of carpentry and 
could not even "drive a nail." 
Amato was described as a man 
of 
pleasing 
personality, 
well 


spoken and "apparently a gentle- 
man who had made 'money and 
retired to a farm." 


Some people who had dealings 


with the couple described them 
as apparently law abiding people 
while others said they had ob- 
served riotous drinking bouts in 
the apartment and also told of 
strange men coming to the apart- 
ment late at night and giving 
secret raps upon the Amato door 
before being admitted. 


For Strangers Only 


When these strangers arrived 


there was no invitation to neigh- 
bors to attend the parties. 


One resident of the apartment 


after looking at a picture of Lep- 
ke said that the No. 1 racketeer 
and a "gorgeous hlond" had been 
at the apartment and attended at 
least one of the parties. It was al- 
so stated that a man answering 
Lepke's description had visited 
the house in the daytime with 
three men and that a noisy party 
was held that night. 


At the Hotel Stuyvesant last 


winter Amato and his woman friend 
were quiet citizens who sought lit- 
tle attention and kept "pretty 
much to themselves." They came 
to the hotel as Mr. and Mrs. J. 
Amato and remained about two 
months. During this time they"also 
had their car stored at Smith's 
Garage on Clinton avenue and the 
car was frequently brought to the 
hotel.

Hardly a day passes that the newspapers 


do not carry a story of a girl accepting an

INSTALMENTS AND BILLS 


A man bought an outboard motor on the

But in 
general, there's something not too sound in 
a system which makes sales of luxury ob- 
jects without sufficient credit investigation, 
then hounds the buyer. 


MASKS FOR BABIES 


Americans may be charmed or horrified, 


according to their imagination or their lack 
of it, by the announcement in England of gas 
masks for children. They are to be in "at- 
tractive colors," blue and pink and so on. 


There will be three styles. The first, for 


protection against poison gas for babies up 
to two years old, will have a nice padded hood 
with a large "window" in front so the mother 
can see how her child is taking it. The 
second style is for children from two to four. 
The third is a small regulation respirator of 
the usual civilian type, for children of four 
to five years.

OF YOURS

CAJBE8 OF SLEEPLESSNESS 


Research workers have been able to prove that 


if one can get two hours of quiet natural sleep and 
from 6 to 8 hours of quiet relaxation, there is no 
danger to life itself. On the other hand, if one goes 
without sleep or rest for 24 hours, it is estimated 
that it requires seventeen nights of rest and sleep to 
make up for this loss of one night's rest and sleep. 
It can thus be seen that while we may live on a 
•mall amount of sleep, sleep is of great importance 
to health of body and mind. 
No one has been able to tell us what causes 


sleep. In my student days we believed there was a 
sort of cycle of events during the 24 hours and at a 
certain period the blood left the brain—the brain 
became anaemic—and this caused sleep. This has 
been disproven. 
Patients who are nervous, emotional, under se- 


vere mental strain, must be given rest or the wear 
and tear on heart, bloodvessels, and nervous system 
may cause exhaustion and collapse. 


In speaking of the usual methods of bringing 


rest and sleep to these high strung, upset individ- 
uals, Dr. G. Wilse Robinson, Neurological Hospital, 
Kansas City, Mo., in Clinical Medicine and Sur- 
gery, tells of three—(a) drugs, (b) baths, and (c) 
psycotherapy (treating the mind disturbances by 
Free discussion of them with the individual.) As 
these three methods have certain disadvantages or 
fail in a number of cases, Dr. Robinson states that 
insulin (the treatment given to diabetics) has been 
used successfully by a number of research workers 
including himself in quieting and bringing sleep to 
patients suffering with mania, overactivity with or 
•without impending collapse. 


"The patient who requires to be 'quieted' is in- 


variably under the influence of abnormal emotional 
tension states which seem to disturb the way carbo- 
hydrates (starch) is handled by the body processes. 
By the use of a certain amount of starchy food 
which is controlled by the injection of insulin, a 
natural drowsiness is soon followed by natural 
sleep." 


This method is certainly better than drugs and 


when hydrotherapy and psycotherapy fail, it should 
prove a valuable aid. 


These stubborn cases of sleeplessness where in- 


sulin is used Should, of course, be handled in hos- 
pital.

in the present food and drug act 
are those affecting public health," 
Miss Lamb stated. One clause on 
new drugs says that any manu- 
facturer who wishes to put out a 
new drug must satisfy the secre- 
tary of agriculture that it is not 
harmful before he can distribute 
it. It is the manufacturer's re- 
sponsibility to see that his drug 
supports its 
claim, is properly 


labeled, 
and is not adulterated, 


she said. 


"During the past year, injurious 


cosmetics have been seized before 
their distribution was able to pro- 
ceed very far- 
Among cosmetics, 


the hair dyes, hair tonics, hair re- 
rnovcrs, skin bleaches and eyelash 
dyes have been the worst offend- 
ers. 
Injurious eyelash dyes have 


been virtually removed from the 
market 
during 
the past year," 


Miss Lamb said, 
adding that 


"some o£ these injurious dyes lit- 
erally ate the eyeballs out of peo- 
ple's heads."

Washington, Aug. 16 —Presi- 


dent Roosevelt's departure for a 
vacation tends to emphasize the 
(train under which he has been 
functioning and to invite discus- 
sion of whether America can con- 
tinue to rely on a one-man execu- 
tive as contrasted with the cabinet 
sjitenw of the other democracies 
of the world. 


Mr. Roosevdt is in good health. 


Those who attend his press confer- 
ence* regularly twice a week at- 
i«tt to the fact that he has never 
Kx&td better. There are no signs 
of *tr*in *o far as external ap- 
pe*r*nc« arc concerned, and some 
of the** persons on the White 
House enimgemcnt list who have 
recently had a chance to study the 
Pressd*nt in the intimacy of pri- 
vate conversation say he has never 
swiwd more clear-cut in his ag- 
jressive definition of objectives to 
be attained. 


Clearly the criticism of the one- 


man executive system is not that 
presidents fail under the strain. 
Mr. Roosevelt is an excellent ex- 
ample of rare poise and good 
health notwithstanding the most 
exasperating defeats and reverses 
that have attended his efforts 
these last few years to build a new 
economy to absorb 10,000,000 un- 
employed. 


What does stand out as a criti- 


cism of the present system, is that 
no one man can possibly do jus- 
tice to the many kinds of de- 
cisions on the many kinds of sub- 
jects confronting a president of 
the United States. No human mind 
can possibly encompass the vast 
amount of detail now imbedded in 
the presidential task. Statute aft- 
er statute directs the President to 
do this or that specific job, and it 
is well known by the Congress 
which issues these legal instruc- 
tions that no president can exe- 
cute them himself. It is often con- 
tended that a president who picks 
the right men and delegates re- 
sponsibilities to them can be an 
efficient chief executive. The Con- 
gress, however, requires the pres- 
ident himself to pass on. so many 
things and affix 
his signature 


thereto that even the most con- 
scientious president of the United 
States in recent years would have 
to confess that he signed his name 
to many a document without read- 
ing it, or, having read it, without 
understanding the technical nature 
of the contents. 


It has been assumed rather 


generally that 
the 10 cabinet 


officers and the heads of major 
government agencies are in a po- 
sition to advise the President and 
that, if he has the "right kind of 
cabinet," this is all that is neces- 
sary to assure the right kind of 
decisions. But, under the present 
system, this it not true at all. For 
each cabinet officer becomes so 
immersed in the details of his ovvn 
departmental routine that he has 
even less opportunity than 
the 


disinterested observer to become 
familiar with the general trends 
of public policy and to offer con- 
structive advice to a President.

"spending," for Instance, made 
early in 1938 after the recession 
in the last half of 1937 had re- 
vealed precipitous decline! In busi- 
ness, was necessarily Mr. Roose- 
velt's own, just as it was his de> 
termination to try "lendint" in 
1939 as a gradually applied sub- 
stitute for "spending." Th«. eco- 
nomic advisers can give him data 
galore and the leaders of Con- 
gress can tell him the political 
implications of a rise in unem- 
ployment, but nobody shares with 
the President the responsibility of 
"timing" a public policy to fit a 
particular situation. And it is 
often in the "timing" that the big- 
gest errors in judgment are made. 


Mr. Roosevelt has been criti- 


cized frequently as making "hair- 
trigger" decisions. Most of these 
are based on a reliance on- his own 
political intuition. In accordance 
as some of these turn out right, 
his advisers become baffled about 
opposing similar decisions in the 
future. But the system in vogue 
in America whereby a President 
is entrusted with tremendous pow- 
er and authority begets decisions 
based on intuition 
and hunch. 


Whenever the evidence is contra- 
dictory and the advice given is 
conflicting, a President turns, like 
kings of old, to his own kind of 
astrology. 


In Great Britain, and also in 


the French republic, the 
prime 


minister keeps his cabinet con- 
stantly informed and every de- 
cision made is that of the cabinet 
itself. At any moment, the whole 
cabinet may have to answer to 
the electorate. In America, cabi- 
net officers do not have to answer 
to the voters, but to the man who 
honored them with ' their jobs. 
Hence, their advice cannot be, ex- 
cept on rare occasions, 
disinter- 


ested, and the final decisions are 
those of a single man who cannot 
possibly penetrate all the nation- 
al questions by personal study and 
do the many other routine official 
things required of him daily, to 
say nothing of the time he must 
give to callers and to the huge 
correspondence he carries on. 


Some day the American people 


will streamline their government, 
making a cabinet and executive 
responsible to Congress 
or the 


people directly, but making it im- 
possible for momentous decisions 
to be made by one man when, 
nowadays, only the cabinet as a 
whole in other countries is per- 
mitted to exercise the 
executive 


power.

Albany, Aug. 14—A proceeding 


has been instituted by the Public 
Service Commission to inquire in- 
to the services, practices and 
facilities of the Marlborough Ex- 
change of the New York Tele- 
phone Company in Ulster county. 


The inquiry was started by the 


commission after a complaint had 
been received from subscribers of 
the telephone company's 
Marl- 


borough Exchange against the 
conversion of the exchange to dial 
operation. 


A hearing in the commission's 


investigation will be held 
before 


Commissioner George R. Lunn at 
a date to be announced later. 


The petition of the Marlborough 


Exchange subscribers 
protesting 


against the conversion of the ex- 
change to dial operation stated 
that the signers are entirely satis- 
fied with the present manual 
service and that they object to 
dial service because the com- 
munity of Marlborough 
has a 


large number of people who would 
probably be unable to operate dial 
telephones and that the dial serv- 
ice would seriously interfere with 
the local fire alarm system and 
would probably 
necessitate the 


hiring of one or two men to stay 
at the fire house at all times to 
receive incoming fire calls. 


The present method of handling 


fire calls consists of reporting the 
fire to the Marlborough operator 
who, by means of a switch, sounds 
the fire siren. Most of the volun- 
teer firemen ascertain the loca- 
tion of the fire from the operator 
and go directly to the fire with- 
out first going to the fire house. 
With dial service, there would be 
no operator at Marlborough and 
fires would be reported either to 
designated members of the fire 
company who would sound the 
alarm or to the operator at New- 
burgh, who would in turn relay 
the fire call to one of the desig- 
nated members of the fire com- 
pany.
